When John Stephenson, Matthias Thim, and Masao Takabe began as AGA officers, their 
difficult work was acknowledged by many members who contributed money above the 
regular dues to support their efforts. Those $$$ are still needed. This is the 4th 
year that AGA dues will have been $7. Everyone has felt the inflation: is the AGA 
crazy? No. The decision to hold dues at that level was the most difficult of the — 
meeting. It sprang froma desire to draw all go players into participating in their 
association anda sense that, givena chance, they will. The AGA is an empty shell 
without the work and support of its members.

The day was espe- 
cially pleasant for for Huen Lee of the East Side (now Zen) So Civcle; he 
took home the $5) first prize in the dan section. 


The New York Go Club Autumn tournarient drew 15 players including the pre 
sent Honinbo, Takao Matsuda. Mr. Matsuda took the $50 dan prize. Terry 
Benson won the even kyu section, and Tom Tracy won the handicap section. 


The Schenectady Open had a small but ardent turnout of 10 players on the 
23rd of October. The top prize was taken by the go movement's own travel- 
ing salesman, Larry Brauner;while Steve Beck, 10 kyu from Bloomsburg, Pa., 
won the kyu/handicap section. 


The First Annual Princeton Open was a lively Halloween tournament of 20 
held in a new and well lit building on the Princeton campus. With the aid 
of a convenient green black board, tournament directors Paul Selick and 
Gerhard Schmidt kept the late starting event moving along to an early com- 
pletion. Larry Brauner emerged victorious in the dan section. Terry Benson 
in the even kyu section,and Gerhard Schmidt - showing his recent. rapid 
improvement - in the kyu handicap section. 


The 13th of November was certainly a day for upsets in the Jersey City 
Open. Larry Brauner, president and founder of the Jersey City Go Club, was 
defeated by Harry Gonshor, a local nemesis who also beat him out as the 
Club's representative in the Eastern Honinbo. Harry was in turn upset by 
Ed Andrelos who may be underrating himself at 3 dan: Ed's AGA rating is 
that of a solid 4 dan and with results like this its future direction is 
clear. The even kyu section (played - for the sakeof an easier tournament 
ladder - along with the dan players) was won by Terry Benson who (if I 
don't mind saying so myself) has been playing well of late. Frank Bern- 
hart, 5 kyu, led a very successful, long travelling team from Bloomsburg, 
Pa. by taking the upper handicap section while his teammate Ken McDaniels, 
18 kyu captured the prize for those 10 kyu and below. The prize for all 
the sections was one of 12 name plates ona plaque listing all of the winners 
in the Jersey City Open. 


The University of Maryland Fall Go Tournament was their second this year 
and their second even. Organized and run by John Goon, club president, it 
was expected to draw a fair kyu turnout but the dan section was a worri- 
some unknown. The concern was for nought. The first tournament had three 
5 dans and the club felt that was a feather in their cap. This tourney 
drew "only" (John's word) 20 players, but two of them were 6 dan, three 

5 dan, and two three dans making it a tremendous success. Included in the 
field were Shin A.Kang, East Coast Honinbo and contender for the North 
American Honinbo title, and Robert Gross, the east coast kyu representa- 
tive in the U.S. Kyu Championship. 


Team MaTcH IN TORONTO 
Nine American players journeyed to Toronto to play in the first US/Canada 
team match. Organized by Larry Brauner for the US Team and John Williams 
for the Canadians, everyone thought the two-day event a great success. 
Saturday was a 33 player handicap tournament given a truely international 
flavor by the presense of B. Levy of Mexico and Derek Wright of England. 
The dan section was won by S.Wang, a Canadian 5 dan with S. Sunagawa, Can. 
2 dan, runner-up. The kyu section was won by Ann Arbor's David Relson with 
a perfect 6 - 0 record. B. Levy of Mexico was the runner up. Sunday a head 
to-head team match between the U.S. and Canada saw the Canadians win 5 - 4. 
Overall the U.S. had a 50.9%, Canada 48.6%, Mexico 85.7%, England 20%. In 
all games between the U.S. and Canada, the U.S. held the edge 26 - 24 
thanks to a strong performance by the U.S. kyu players. 


The Canadians were both good sports and excellent hosts. Hopefully this 
will become a yearly event that go players of both countries can look 
forward to.

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HISTORY OF THE EASTERN AND NorTH AMERICAN HONINBO TITLES

When I got a call from Terry Benson, our managing editor, asking me 
to write this article, my reaction was simply: why not ask Mr. Takao 
Matsuda, who has been in my memory the story of both Honinbos? After re- 
ceiving a reasonable explanation’, I proceeded to dial Mr. Matsuda for 
the information needed. As a result the following are the facts relevant 
to the history as extracted from Mrs. Iwa Matsuda's records.

NEW AGA EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETS 
by Helen Cayne 


On October 30, 1976, the Executive Committee met for the first time. 
Members present at the meeting were John Stephenson, Matthias Thim, 
Masao Takabe, Terence Benson, Takao Matsuda, Helen Cayne, Bill Sullivan, 
Eben Breed, and Larry Brauner. 


The following topics were covered at length, reflecting many different 
viewpoints: revision of by-laws and constitution; rules for rated tourn- 
aments; financial status; what defines a chapter; the relationship of 
chapters to the AGA; increasing membership; raising or lowering dues; AGA 
response to members and effectiveness in encouraging, strengthening Go 

in the U. S. similar to the position of chess; the need for chapters to 
encourage AGA membership, report on their tournaments, publicize and 
teach Go locally; the set-up of the British Go Association; clubs and 
chapters providing names and addresses of all players whether AGA members 
or not; the U. S. Go Team operating without AGA sanction and the desira- 
bility of working together rather than separately; establishing procedures 
for elections of new officers; a future JAL sponsored Canadian tournament 
involving 100 U. S. players. 


In the discussion following the Secretary-Treasurer's report, it was 
noted that there are 532 AGA members, which means a 50¢ loss on each 
issue of the AGJ. If there were 1,000 members, there would be a $1.25 '° 
profit per issue. All AGA members should be aware of this and recognize : 
the importance of encouraging players to join. There are many players 
who are basically non-joiners but they might feel differently if théy 
were told that their support is needed. 


A motion to keep the AGA dues at $7 per year was approved. Annual dues 
should not be raised for it might decrease present membership or dis- 
courage new members. Most AGA members also subscribe to the Go Review 
which has just raised its rates from $10 to $13 per year, a total of $20 


per year for both. 


A motion was approved defining an AGA chapter as having 5 AGA members, 
including all officers, open to all Go players, holding one rated tourna- 
Ment per year. 


A motion was approved for getting a list of Go players, AGA members and 
non-members, to be compiled from information sent by clubs and chapters 
for distribution to AGA members only. 


Larry Brauner announced that the U. S. Go Team, which he has organized, 
will play the Canadian Go Team in Toronto on November 20-21 -- there 
will be 10 players representing the U. S. A proposal will be submitted 
to the AGA regarding the U. Ss Team. 


Larry Brauner also announced that through negotiations with JAL and the 
Prince George Hotel in Canada, which is part of a Japanese-owned hotel 
chain, JAL would like to sponsor a Go tournament in the future. This 
would involve approximately 100 U. S. Go players. 


Two committees were organized: one to study and make recommendations on 
AGA by-laws and election procedures to be chaired by Eben Breed; another 
to establish tournament regulations, including the Honinbo tournament, 

to be chaired by Terence Benson.

There were telltale signs in both players' play of the pressure of the 
match; but over the board the strain was not visible. Tony was his usual 
intense, high strung self; Patrick's gallic temperament peeked through 
his thick, full black beard and dark hornrimed glasses. The physical 
contrast of these two could not have been more complete. Tony, small, 
thin, angular; Patrick - tall, burly, and dark. 


In the main playing room, Jon Diamond led the collective commentary on 
the match. Beginning in the middle of the afternoon after the players 
had used about 3's hours of the six they had between them, the analysis 
quickly caught up with the game. The comments below are not presented 
as Jon's well thought-out analysis. They were given "on the fly” and 
recorded by my inadaquate longhand and a cassette recorder. (You might 
think it would do a good job, but words like “here", "there", "this" 
and "that" and almost everything else said turns out to be difficult 
to relate to particular numbered moves.)

Hint #11: BLIND TO CUTS OR LOVE OF CUTS

cutting possibilities or who undervalue them. 

In go the possibility of cutting is very important. 
Sometimes one potential cut turns a game around 
completely. The stronger the player, the greater 
is the appreciation of cutting possibilities. One 
can say that sensitivity to cuts is a barometer 
of strength. The weaker the player, the more blind 
to cuts. It is terrible to let one's blindness 
lead to playing unnecessary nozokis, ataris, etc. 
You must learn to cherish cutting possibilities to 
improve your strength.

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THE MASTERS' QUIRKS by Stuart Dowsey 
from the British Go Journal No.14 


Every master player has his own peculiar habits and idiocyncracies that ap- 
pear while playing major tournament games. Here are some of the wierd ones. 


Hosai Fujisawa is a large man who appears to be sloppy until you see 
him play. However, at the board, he still likes to relax and sits happily 
with his shirt-tails hanging out. His thinking is so deep that he keeps 
on meditating, even talking to himself, while visiting the toilet. 

Sakata is more nervous, preferring to give up his lunch so that he 
can sit through the break studying the game. When concentrating he un- 
consciously takes off his socks and sits there barefooted. He gets into 
a squatting position and during the last seconds of byo-yomi exclaims 
"maitta" (I've had it) as he must play his yose stone, as if invoking 
some religious ritual. 

Rin Kaiho is still young so he doesn't display so many peculiarities 
and we have to be content with his pulling his knee up under his chin 
when under pressure. 

It is said that Go Seigen prays to the ancient Chinese gods with every 
game whether he loses or not. However, how true this is I don't know. 

The most famous player for his tournament style is Kitani Minoru. ** 
Of course he has now retired due to a weak heart; but, in the old days, 
he would bring seven articles to aid his game all wrapped up ina carry- 
ing cloth (furoshiki). He needed 1) a pair of walnuts, which old Japan- 
ese click together in the left hand for relaxation; 2) a pot of honey. 
which he would lick for nourishment; 3) anyoibo, a Buddhist priest's staff 
to hit his shoulders with and to hold in order to calm his mind; 4) eye- 
drops; 5) special plasters and liquids for dabbing on his back and shoul- 
ders to cool his muscles; 6) tissue paper which he often shredded to 
pieces while playing; and 7) a special cup for his tea. Everything was 
arrayed about him in a circle before he could devote himself to the game. 

Why don't you try some of these techniques in your own tournament 
games? However, I don't guarantee that they'll help you play like Kitani!
